Combing hair, helping with 
homework, teaching dribbling 
skills and just plain listening is 
how Recreation Specialist Brian 
Butler influences the lives of the 
youth who frequent the Spring- 
hill Lake Recreation Center. He 
leads by example. 

Butler, who grew up in a dis- 
advantaged community of Lake- 
wood, N.J., said basketball not 
only kept him off the streets but 
garnered him a college scholar- 
ship. The 36-year-old hails from 
Delaware State University, where 
he earned a bachelor’s degree in 
mass communications, special- 





izing in television production, 
with a minor in black studies. 
Upon graduation, Butler joined 
the Portland Trailblazers but was 
cut when the team signed Scottie 
Pippin instead. 

Butler nevertheless rebounded 
in Maryland, where his wife, Ca- 
mille, grew up. The couple has 
four children — two boys, Trae- 
von, 14 and Jaamir, 10, and two 
girls, Journey, eight; and Tiye, 
six. Butler’s Springhill Lake 
“family members” can number 


up to 30 youth spanning in ages

ERHS Named Exemplary 
School on AP Performance 


The College Board in its 
2011 Advanced Placement Re- 
port to the Nation named El- 
eanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) one of 14 leading 
schools in the nation, one of 
two in Maryland. 

The annual report recog- 
nized these schools for help- 
ing to prepare African Ameri- 
can and/or Latino students to 
succeed on Advanced Place- 
ment (AP) College Board 
Exams. In its report the oth- 
er Maryland school is Paint 
Branch High School in Bur- 
tonsville. The College Board 


focuses on Maryland’s success 
in incorporating the AP pro- 
gram in high schools across 
the state. 

The announcement, made by 
videoconference on Wednes- 
day morning, February 9, was 
greeted by State Superintendent 
of Schools Nancy S. Gras- 
mick, Prince George’s County 
Schools Deputy Superintendent 
Bonita Coleman-Potter, ERHS 
Principal Reginald McNeil and 
College Board officials in a 
meeting at the school held si- 
multaneous with the video con- 
ference release of the report.

March 2 Forum Is Early Step 
In September Update Process 


The Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC) has initiated a pro- 
cess to update the Greenbelt Met- 
ro Area Sector Plan and Sectional 
Map Amendment. On December 
22, M-NCPPC staff members met 
in worksession with the Greenbelt 
City Council to preview plans 
for the update. Subsequently on 
February 2, the planning staff 
made the same presentation to the 
Advisory Planning Board. 

Now the M-NCPPC staff has 
scheduled a community forum on 
updating the Sector Plan. This 
information gathering meeting will 
be held on Wednesday, March 2 
in the Multipurpose Room at the 
Greenbelt Community Center. 
The public is invited. 

All councilmembers were pres- 
ent for the briefing, by M-NCPPC 
staff on December 22 as well as 
Assistant City Manager David 
Moran and Greenbelt’s Director of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment, Celia Craze. M-NCPPC 
participants were Chad Williams, 
community planner, and Robert 
Duffy, planning supervisor for the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Department.

Williams led the discussion, 
outlining the rationale for the 
planning effort, the boundary for 
the planning area, some identi- 
fied challenges and opportunities 
within the planning area and the 
planning project timetable. 

Considering issues raised by 
the city regarding Beltway Plaza’s 
recent rezoning request and Con- 
ceptual Site Plan Submittal (News 
Review, January 20), the initiation 
of a review and update of the 
Greenbelt Metro Area Sector Plan 
is timely. 

M-NCPPC staff envisions a 
planning timetable of about 18 
months beginning with community 
information-gathering meetings, 
initiation of the planning process 
around April 2011 and continuing 
community outreach and planning 
through November. There would 
be a Public Hearing in early 2012 
with a target for plan approval by 
June 2012. 

Boundaries 

Williams presented a map of 
the proposed boundary for the re- 
vised sector plan, which has been 
expanded eastward since the ap- 
proved 2001 Sector Plan. In effect, 
the planning area now includes 


all commercial, retail and office 
development in Greenbelt with the 
exception of Roosevelt Center and 
some apartment complexes. 

The western portion of the plan 
includes all Greenbelt development 
west of Kenilworth Avenue (Rte. 
201), as did the original plan. 

Eastward along Greenbelt Road 
the proposed planning area has 
been expanded to include the 
Golden Triangle and Belle Point, 
Charlestowne Village and Univer- 
sity Square developments. The 
planning area continues eastward 
across the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway to include all Greenbelt 
commercial and office development 
south of Greenbelt Road and along 
Hanover Parkway. 

Listed as planning opportunities 
in the presentation were the fol- 
lowing: lessons learned and best 
practices from historic Green- 
belt, emphasizing walkability, 
connectivity and sustainability; 
leveraging the transit-oriented 
development opportunities offered 
by the Greenbelt Metro Station 
and incorporating new state and 
county environmental regulations

GHI Members Question Experts 
On Proposed Upgrade Issues 


Following formal presentations 
by committee chairs at the meet- 
ing for GHI members (See Feb- 
ruary 3 News Review) concern- 
ing a planned homes upgrade in 
2015, those attending the January 
23 session were invited to ask 
any questions they might have. 

First was Lois Gorman, who 
requested that GHI identify win- 
dows that members could pur- 
chase now to improve efficiency. 
Assistant General Manager Eldon 
Ralph responded that this was 
possible for frame and brick 
homes. On the other hand, in- 
sulation under consideration for 
the block homes might add about 
three inches to the thickness of 
walls and should therefore be 
done at the same time as the 
replacing of doors and windows. 

He added that the study con- 
ducted by Ardently Green on 
GHI homes showed that energy 
savings from replacing windows 
are small compared to savings 
from insulation or other improve- 
ments. 

Phillip Payette asked the com- 
mittee to identify a specific pay- 
back period for improvements 
and whether technologies used 
in Europe had been reviewed. 
Outside expert Joe Wiehagen of 
the National Association of Home

Builders explained that different 
improvements are expected to 
have different payback periods. 

“Insulation is expected to have 
an infinite lifetime,” he said, 
so the payback is really differ- 
ent from a water heater, which 
would have a 15-year lifetime.” 
He added that a wide variety of 
technologies are being consid- 
ered, including several pioneered 
in Europe. Among these are 
on-demand (tankless) water heat- 
ers, although they raise questions 
about long-term maintenance and 
longevity. 

Rodney Roberts expressed a 
variety of concerns. During the 
rehab 30 years ago, he said, his 
“windows were installed incom- 
petently, eliminating much of the 
benefits.” “What are we going to 
do to ensure that the workman- 
ship is done right?” He asked. 

Roberts also criticized the 
insulation, which “has fallen out 
of my crawlspace [and] should 
have stayed in indefinitely.” He 
expressed further concern about 
electrical circuits that he claimed 
are insufficient for electrical 
codes. He concluded, “Why 
aren’t we talking about gas ser- 
vice?” 

Quality Control 

Buildings committee member 


Steve Skolnik responded that the 
committee is “very concerned 
with quality control, [which] is 
going to be critical.” He assured 
Roberts that monitoring the qual- 
ity of improvements would be a 
high priority during the upgrade. 
He disagreed with Roberts, 
however, regarding the electrical 
capacity required by building 
codes. He said the code Roberts 
referred to applies to new con- 
struction, not to existing homes. 
Regarding gas service, Wieha- 
gen said that gas heating installa- 
tion is complex — including ques- 
tions such as “Do you deliver 
[heat] through the walls? Duct 
systems, pipes, hot water — it is 
a very complicated process to try 
to adapt [to existing] homes.” 
Ralph added: “In 1997 the 
co-op hired a consultant to look 
into heating. They recommended 
GHI look into . . . gas furnaces. 
Washington Gas was prepared to 
bring gas to GHI if there were 
at least 600 homes ready for gas 
but it was very uneconomical, he 
said “based on the bids that were 
obtained.” 
Midge Cruz asked if the one- 
bedroom upper or lower units 
present special problems. Ralph

Greenbelter’s New Book 
Boosts Afghan Women 


Due out in March, “The 
Dressmaker of Khair Khana,” 
by Gayle Tzemach Lemmon, a 
1991 graduate of Eleanor Roo- 
sevelt High School, tells of a 
young Kabul student she had met 
whose fledgling business succeed- 
ed despite Taliban strictures. The 
book, says the Harvard Business 
School Alumni Bulletin, grew out 
of reporting from Afghanistan be- 
tween Lemmon’s first and second 
years at the school. 

It describes how 16-year-old 
Kamila, left in charge of younger 
siblings when the Taliban took 
over, learned to sew, developing 
a business that primed jobs “and 
desperately needed income to 
hundreds of women and families 
in her community.” 

Lemmon wrote the non-fiction 
book on leaves of absence from 
her job at PIMCO, an invest- 
ment-management company. 

“Inspired by Kamila and wom- 
en like her,” the Bulletin says, 
“Lemmon .. . argues that too 
often we are comfortable with a 
narrative that sees women as ob- 
jects of pity (instead of) ‘change 
makers.’” 

Lemmon adds that story-telling 


“is just a start; you have to mobi- 
lize people and support the push 
for change through policy.” 

Last year she became depu- 
ty director of the Women and 
Foreign Policy Program at the 
Council of Foreign Relations, a 
nonpartisan think tank headquar- 
tered in New York. 

“IT want to raze and help re- 
shape the development mod- 
el,” she says. “Everyone in the 
trenches of development knows 
that the current model is broken. 
Mission and geographic overlap, 
poor coordination and follow-up 
and a lack of market linkages are 
only a few of the problems. 

“Investing in women creates a 
safer, prosperous and more stable 
world,” she says. 

As for Afghanistan, “A true 
peace cannot be achieved if it is 
brokered on the backs of women 
and at the cost of the gains wom- 
en have made.” 

Lemmon grew up in Green- 
briar, attending Magnolia Elemen- 
tary and high school at Eleanor 
Roosevelt, where she was a cheer- 
leader. She then attended the 
University of Missouri, where she 
obtained a B.A. in journalism.

said the pilot program does not 
include those one-bedroom homes 
but that lessons learned from the 
pilot program would apply to them 
regardless. “Once we determine 
which types of insulation should 
be placed in pilot homes,” he said, 
“those improvements will be trans- 
ferred to one-bedroom homes. 

“The same will apply to siding, 
insulation in crawl spaces,” he 
said. He pointed out that other 
uncommon home types also are 
not included in the pilot program, 
including larger homes. 

Dirk R’Kingsley asked wheth- 
er insulation between units was 
being considered. Wiehagen 
said that computer models for 
insulation consider adjacent liv- 
ing spaces together because the 
temperature does not vary sig- 
nificantly as between inside and 
outside spaces. 

Wiehagen added, “There may 
be other reasons to insulate be- 
tween units.” 

Mold an Issue 

Michael Chesnes inquired 
if there would be any lead or 
mold abatement when windows 
are replaced. After confirming 
Chesnes’ home type, Ralph said, 
“T am not aware that there is 
a problem with mold in frame 
homes.” He encouraged Chesnes 
to contact GHI Maintenance 
about that issue. 

He continued, “Regarding lead 

. . there 1s undoubtedly lead 
paint and there are regulations in 
force whereby contractors have 
to follow certain procedures to 
ensure that lead paint is properly 
controlled when they’re doing 
any type of remodeling.” He 
said GHI would ensure that con- 
tractors follow these procedures. 

Cary Coppock asked whether 
new home additions could be 
installed in coordination with 
the upgrade and suggested that 
such a program could reduce the 
number of different construction 
techniques used on additions. 

Ralph responded, “That’s one 
of the issues that the task force 
must address .... When you 
have six to seven hundred differ- 
ent additions, it’s very difficult to 
maintain them.” 

Andy Carruthers asked about 
expanding the electrical capacity 
of GHI homes and whether the 
pilot monitoring program would 
track power outages. Agans 
responded that Pepco power out- 
ages are not an area of concern 
to the Buildings Committee but 
that the Board of Directors might 
take up the issue. 

Skolnik said that the monitor- 


ing equipment would detect out- 
ages which lasted long enough to 
appear on their 15-minute period- 
ic monitoring. He also said that 
the original wiring remains in 
place in brick, frame and five sin- 
gle-family pre-fabricated homes 
and that “consultants have given 
us 90-year useful lives for these 
components. Replacement... 
will begin around 2027,” he said, 
in accordance with the replace- 
ment reserve program. 
Disaster Issue 

Velma Kahn asked about pre- 
paring for disasters. Specifically 
she wondered about long-term 
electrical and water outages, in- 
cluding whether natural gas or 
propane might help with pre- 
paredness. 

Skolnik said that county code 
prohibits propane in row houses. 
He indicated that even a gas fur- 
nace generally requires electricity 
to distribute heat throughout a 
house. 

Audience members laughed 
when he continued, “I have a 
woodstove and you can come 
over.” 

Mary Ernsberger asked if GHI 
might establish a program for 
members seeking to initiate some 
upgrades earlier than 2015. “Can 
we replace doors now to get five 
years of benefits?” 

Ralph replied, “This question 
has been asked a few times. We 
as a committee are going to see 
if it’s possible to do what you’ve 
been advocating.” 

The meeting concluded with 
Finance Committee member Bill 
Jones saying the reserve had been 
designed to be paid into through 
2015. Withdrawing funds earlier 
to start improvements, he said, 
would decrease the money avail- 
able for replacements planned for 
2015. “Whatever we get [before 
then] we need to pay for as indi- 
viduals,” he said. 

Buildings Committee and 
board member Tokey Boswell 
said the committee will review 
all cards submitted by members 
at the Town Hall. They will 
consider those concerns in plan- 
ning the upgrade, he said. He 
added that the committee will 
also be listing many questions 
and answers on the GHI web- 
site and they will seek member 
input throughout the upgrade 
process.

from seven to 25. 

After-school activities vary for 
the group. Homework, foosball 
and ping pong in the game room, 
basketball in the gym and discus- 
sions about local news, hip hop 
and life weave in and around the 
center. 

Butler started HIP HOP (Hav- 
ing Invested Presence Helps Our 
Parenting) Fathers in June for 
young men 17 and older. The 
purpose of the group is to talk 
about the importance of modeling 
for younger children, whether or 
not the young men are actually 
biological fathers. 

During the meetings Butler 
sometimes has participants recite 
lyrics from popular songs and 
explain their meaning. At this 
point he asks the guys whether 
they would like their sisters or 
mothers to be addressed in such a 
demeaning manner. Butler said, 
without exception the answer has

always been a resounding, “No 
Music a Tool 

Music is a recurring teaching 
tool at the community center. 
Butler said kids identify with 
songs on the radio and with mu- 
sic videos which have the effect 
of “life choosing to imitate art.” 
Music is an integral part of the 
annual community shows Butler 
produces. Storylines include peer 
pressure and gangs, along with 
the use of poetry. 

Butler said another ingredi- 
ent for youth success is learning 
more about black history. “We 
have to identify with our histori- 
cal contributions of our people. 
It means a world of difference.” 

Butler is a part of this differ- 
ence. The Rev. Greg Carter of 
the Cultural and Sports Peace Am- 
bassador Network and a sponsor 
of the women’s basketball team, 
Greenbelt Lady Angels, said, “I 
think he is doing a good job.” 
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Fourteen-year-old Everald 
Clarke, a ninth grader at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, said of 
Butler, “He’s a great teacher.” 
Clarke said Butler has taught 
him how to dribble and other 
fundamentals on the 15-and-un- 
der Greenbelt Raiders basketball 
team. 

In addition to the activities 
within the center walls, Butler, 
who has been a city employee for 
11 years, takes the kids to vari- 
ous museums. “Exposure is the 
key,” he said. “It saves lives.” 

Some of the lives Butler has 
helped salvage are men who once 
were the center’s youths. Butler 
said these young adults often 
come back to visit, including 
those who had been incarcerated. 

Even in these cases, Butler’s 
mantra is the same. “People 
come in and need to be heard,” 
he said. “I’m listening. Some- 
one needs to listen.”

to restore the Indian Creek Stream 
Valley. 

Other included issues were 
facilitation of active and pas- 
sive recreation; investigation of 
new design and development ap- 
proaches; the assurance of a safe, 
connected, multi-modal Greenbelt 
Road; increased resident participa- 
tion in the process and support for 
relocation of the Greenbelt Volun- 
teer Fire Station. 

Planning challenges for the 
sector included the need for a 
full interchange from I-95/495 to 
provide access to the Metro North 
Core area and maintaining Cherry- 
wood Lane as a two-lane roadway, 
which unfortunately constrains ac- 
cess to adjacent developable areas. 
In addition the expected benefits 
of transit-oriented development, 
density and diversity of housing 
choices and pricing may not be 
clear to all stakeholders. 

Williams warned that, throughout 
the process, close coordination will 
be required among multiple agen- 
cies with jurisdiction in the sector 
plan area. In addition, the county- 
wide office market may pose chal- 
lenges, he warned, with achieving 
new and/or revitalized nonresidential 
development at the metro center. 

He pointed out that connec- 
tivity is lacking throughout the 
sector plan area and is further 
constrained by major roadway/ 
highway barriers. Portions of 
Greenbelt located west of Ke- 
nilworth Avenue also have a sig- 
nificantly different character than 
portions located to its east. 

Council Reactions 

Following the presentation, 
councilmembers either had ques- 
tions for Williams or comments on 
the process. Councilmember Rod- 
ney Roberts expressed his concern 
with the widening of Cherrywood 
Lane and turning Greenbelt Road 
into a multi-modal route. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling expressed the need for a 
circulator type of bus system for 
improving connectivity between 
Greenbelt East and West. He 
asked about best practices used 
nationwide that could be applied 
to the area. As a best practice, 
Duffy cited the city of Portland, 
Ore., in the area of transit and 
sustainability practices. 

In response to a question from 
Mayor Judith Davis regarding the 
process, Duffy said M-NCPPC 
was excited about the opportu- 
nity to work with council and 
city staff, as well as residents, to 
address Greenbelt’s future needs 
and “to re-knit the planning sector 
area with historic Greenbelt.” Da- 
vis suggested that city staff could 
provide Greenbelt’s stakeholder 
list to M-NCPPC. 

Councilmembers Roberts, Her- 
ling and Edward Putens expressed 
interest in data or sources of data 
for commercial office vacancy 
rates specific to Greenbelt. This 
issue arose when M-NCPPC staff 
indicated a 23 percent vacancy 
rate in the current environment. 
Williams said their data had been 
obtained from Costar Group, 
which provides analysis and fore- 
casting for commercial real estate. 

APB Briefing 

At the suggestion of Davis, the 
M-NCPPC provided a briefing 
on the Sector Plan update to the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) on Wednesday, February 2. 
APB members received the same 
presentation provided council and 
their comments reflected those 
made by the city council. 

Like council, they were con- 
cerned with the importance of 
adequate pedestrian and bicycle 


connections among the various 
parts of the sector. They had 
similar concerns as well with 
adding extra lanes on Cherry- 
wood Lane and possible effects 
on the existing successful bike- 
way and traffic calming features 
on Cherrywood. 

APB members pressed the M- 
NCPPC planners to identify any

applicable Transportation Overlay 
Development Zone examples that 
could be applied to the Green- 
belt Metro Area Sector planning. 
M-NCPPC staff indicated their 
willingness to provide APB with 
monthly updates and issue ses- 
sions during the evolution of Sec- 
tor planning. 

Following these meetings with 
council and the APB, the M- 
NCPPC staff’s next step is the 
community forum on March 2.
